Some of these messages I've posted in the MCGP 

for general interest, and have always delete any contact 
information (e-mail addresses, phone numbers, etc.). 

All have represented themselves as government purchasing agents 


(often with a high military rank), and offered payment by credit card. 
Here are some examples: 


Kurdistan demanded Racal crypto equipment, and support items, for use 
with the Syncal 30 system. They offered to pay for the equipment via 
credit card. There is no such country as Kurdistan! 

There are Kurds- they are nomads who inhabit an imaginary country 
that includes territory in Iraq, Iran, & Turkey. 

They are also known as Kurdish Rebels, famous for their opposition 

to the government in Iraq. For this reason alone one might 

think it a noble endeavor to help them, but- as things turn out- 

they are closely allied with the Taliban; definitely NOT GOOD! 


Another Purchasing Agent- a supposed retired General, wanted large 
quantities of encrypted UHF radio equipment. He was located in Sudan. 
Two months ago I received a request from Malaysia for quantities of 
radios & support parts for the PRC-77 & PRC-1077. 

This summer a Middle Eastern man wanted support parts for 

Motorola MX series HT's. When questioned, 

all e-mail traffic abruptly stopped. 

Last year the government interceded in a large order for new 
Motorola MX series batteries. 

This order, placed by an agent in Italy, was destined for Iran. 
There was one for 1625 PRC-74's urgently wanted by Mongolia. 

The email address was Middle Eastern. 

I was asked to provide equipment by Mohannad Al Majali of the 
HASHEMIA PALACE (whatever that is) that would allow 

underwater divers to communicate with overhead air craft. 

Some weeks later this same guy wanted encrypted UHF portable radios. 


How about this order, supposedly from Bangladesh? 
(1) VHF Radio Set. Qty-200. 

(2) UHF Walki Talki Set.Qty-50. 

(3) UHF Base Station. Qty-10. 

(4) HF Radio Set. Qty-10. 

Lt. Col. M. Mohiuddin AHMED (Retd), 


These are only a few examples. The "Ebay addict" can sight many 
more where the BIG money on the later model 

exotic communications equipment has been produced by some 

very dubious overseas sources. One Ebay vendor- a friend- 

has found it necessary to disqualify all overseas bids 

and place a notice with each offering to that effect. 


I find it strange that persons representing themselves as 
authorized government purchasing agents do not contact those 
parent companies directly for their needs. 

By circumventing them and going to the "private" provider, 


they get around the export restrictions and dupe the 
unsuspecting collector or estate buyer into becoming, 
in effect, a "black market" smuggler. 


I do not agree with many of our government's export restrictions 

as they apply to communications equipment, and especially their 
extremely antiquated means of discerning *xwhat is*x from xwhat isn't. 
But I can certainly see why these laws exist. I'm not advocating 
isolationism, I'm just asking that everybody use some common sense. 


If you should receive ANY suspicious traffic like the above, 
please forward it to me.
